REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Wang et al., 
published shortly after the effective filing date of the instant application, shows a method of 
determination of low quality spots on an array. Wang et al. provides guidance to discard low 
quality spots from consideration in the discussion on page e75. The instant claims are 
distinguished from Wang et al. because they are drawn to a method that detects heterogeneous 
features in array spots and background and ignores heterogeneous features without discarding 
from consideration array spots comprising heterogeneous features.
